During an expedition to the south of 
Budson’# Bay in 1896 (an account of 
which is given in this month’s “ Geo- 
graphical Journal“) for the purpoge 
ef exploring the country, Dr. Robert 
Bell observed a very eingular habit in 
certain fishes—a species of chub—in 
one of the rivers he visited.
